The final cleaned data file contains 16,431 respondents. This contributes to an overall response rate of 36 
percent, based on a total of 46,139 undergraduates who were invited to participate in the survey. Among 
the respondents, there are 15,205 completed respondents and 1,226 partial respondents. The completers 
contribute to an overall completion rate of 33 percent and represent about 93 percent of the respondent 
population. The partial completers represent about seven percent of the respondent population. 
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
